Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  December,  1967. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  stands  at 
16,180,  an  increase  of  120  over  that  for  1966. 

Live  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  264,  an 
increase  of  32  on  the  1966  registrations.  Still  Births  recorded 
during  the  year  numbered  2,  a decrease  of  7 on  last  year’s  figures. 
Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  194  (99  males  and  95  females), 
a decrease  of  71  on  the  1966  figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the 
heart,  40  vascular  lesions  caused  24  deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites 
caused  29  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
numbered  8,  7 males  and  1 female,  an  increase  of  1 on  last  year’s 
figures. 

A total  of  202  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  14  notifications  recorded  during  1966)  made  up  as 
follows  : Measles  168,  Pneumonia  5,  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  4, 
Whooping  Cough  13,  Erysipelas  9,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  2,  Scarlet 
Fever  1. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.3  for  England  and  Wales  was 
again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  The  general  trend 
was  also  reflected  in  this  area. 

During  1967  I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
received  no  notification  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district. 

I have  once  again  Lady  and  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practi- 
tioners, Health  Visitors,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their 
support  and  assistance  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

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Tuberculosis. 

During  1967,  4 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  all  Res- 
piratory Tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease 
during  1967,  as  against  2 deaths  the  previous  year. 

B.G.G.  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council 
Scheme  on  the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to 
children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  ot  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar 
School  and  a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year,  and  children  receiving  skin  tests  were  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary  on  subsequent  inspection. 
Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding 
Diphtheria  Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year. 

Primary  Immunisation  ....  ....  ....  264 

Booster  Injections  ....  ....  ....  281 

This  gives  a further  welcome  increase  of  35  on  primary  im- 
munisation and  78  on  booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year. 
Poliomyelitis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue 
to  bring  their  cliildren  for  vaccination.  This  is  further  underlined 
by  the  fact  that  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  report  there  are  several 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  country. 

Immunisation  Against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are 
given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed 
Measles  Vaccination. 

A national  programme  for  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  cliildren 
against  Measles  has  now  been  commenced.  As  a first  step  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  are  helping  in  this  campaign  by  arrang- 
ing for  all  susceptible  children  between  their  fourth  and  seventh 
birthdays  to  have  this  vaccination,  either  at  County  Council  Clinics, 
or  at  the  families’  own  doctors.  I wish  to  recommend  all  parents 
to  agree  to  this  scheme  as  about  1 in  every  15  persons  with  Measles 
suffers  from  a potentially  serious  complication. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  two  x\cts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

{a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

{b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under 
these  Acts  during  the  year. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Commonly  Called  Smear 
Tests  for  Cancer  of  the  Neck  of  the  Womb). 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative 
cytology  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus, 
and  since  the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has 
agreed  to  some  of  their  medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cyto- 
logical  examination  at  certain  County  Council  Clinics,  and  these 
facilities  are  now  available  at : — 

Helper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Helper. 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby. 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  Grove  Walk,  Matlock. 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley. 

Anyone  requiring  this  examination  should  contact  the  Health 
V’isitor  at  any  of  these  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  should  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to 
collect  the  smears  himself  or  to  let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the  medical 
officers  employed  at  a County  Council  Clinic. 
SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  12  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted 
to  the  Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number, 
3 were  office  staff  and  9 were  manual  workers. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  20, 11  less  than  last  year  but  still  making  up  14.94%  of  all  deaths. 
Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  number  8 an  incr- 
ease of  1 compared  with  1966. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician;  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby 
(Telephone  No.  Derby 47866),  and  maybe  admitted  to  the  Derwent 
Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

Cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  district  may 
be  removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  me  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  7

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work 
carried  out  by  my  Department  during  1967. 

During  this  twelve  months,  2,820  enquiries  were  made  at  the 
Department,  1825  of  these  in  connection  with  health  matters  and 
995  with  housing. 

The  value  of  a daily  record  of  callers  and  their  business  is  of 
the  greatest  value  in  the  administration  of  the  Department.  To 
be  able  to  state  how  many  people  make  enquiries  is  not  of  great 
importance,  but  to  know  when  people  make  a complaint,  the  nature 
of  such  complaint  and  when  dealt  with  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  basis 
of  efficiency,  particularly  as  all  health  complaints  are  urgent. 
Such  a record  enables  me  and  each  member  of  the  Department  to 
keep  in  touch  with  everything  that  is  taking  place  from  day  to  day. 
I have  always  believed  that  the  more  information  circulated,  the 
better  service  the  public  receive.  This  particularly  applies  to  this 
Department  as  the  technical  officers  spend  so  much  time  outside 
the  office  in  order  to  carry  out  their  duties. 

It  is  always  a great  satisfaction  to  receive  compliments  from 
the  public  regarding  the  Department,  and  it  is  our  constant  en- 
deavour to  maintain  a high  standard  of  service. 

In  this  connection  I would  like  to  record  how  ably  and  cheer- 
fully the  staff  have  worked  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  Urban  District  is  maintaining  a steady  growth  in  popu- 
lation, housing  and  rateable  value.  This  is  reflected  in  the  increasing 
number  of  new  private  houses  being  erected  each  year  and  the 
extension  and  modernisation  of  the  shops.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
many  consider  this  urban  district  to  be  a very  desirable  area  in 
which  to  reside,  and  there  is  no  indication  that  the  position  will 
change  in  the  future,  on  the  contrary,  it  would  seem  the  speed  of 
growth  will  increase. 

Such  a situation  creates  constant  revision  of  the  refuse  col- 
lection and  disposal  services.  The  Council  achieved  much  by 
introducing  a bin  bonus  scheme  some  time  ago,  and  by  this  method 
have  been  able  to  hold  costs  to  a minimum.  The  time  will  come 
of  course,  when  some  increase  of  manpower  and  vehicles  will  be 
necessary. 
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Income  from  salvageable  refuse  has  been  disappointing,  but 
this  was  caused  by  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a suitable  and  regular 
workman  on  paper  baling.  This  is  the  bottle  neck  in  salvage 
output  and  requires  day  to  day  supervision. 

Housing  of  applicants  in  need  has  once  again  remained  similar 
to  past  years.  The  waiting  list  is  not  large,  when  comparisons  are 
made,  nevertheless,  the  Housing  Committee  spend  many  hours 
discussing  individual  cases  and  the  greatest  care  is  taken  to  ensure 
that  fair  and  honest  decisions  are  made.  Very  little  of  this  work 
reaches  the  public  by  the  medium  of  the  press  because  the  cases  are 
discussed  in  camera.  This  is  the  only  method  whereby  applicants 
very  personal  circumstances  can  be  fully  disclosed  and  are  not 
really  of  public  interest.  I am  grateful  to  this  Committee  for  their 
help  and  patience  in  listening  to  some  very  detailed  cases. 

The  year  has  shown  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  local  slaughterhouses,  due  to  more  meat  being 
bought  “ off  the  hook.”  A number  of  complaints  regarding  other 
items  of  unfit  food  were  investigated,  but  no  prosecutions  were 
commenced,  in  most  cases  because  the  complainant  would  not 
appear  in  court  as  witness,  but  I believe  the  action  taken  by  this 
Department  during  the  investigations  and  the  genuine  concern 
shown  by  the  firms  involved,  achieved  the  desired  result. 

The  disinfestation  table  shows  this  has  been  a busy  year  in 
this  field.  Your  Rodent  Operator  has  carried  out  his  duties  in 
a very  concientious  and  efficient  manner. 

Atmospheric  pollution  in  the  area  shows  an  overall  reduction 
for  the  third  successive  year.  There  are  a number  of  reasons  for 
this,  including  the  modernisation  of  heating  plant  in  factories  to 
the  increased  usage  of  smokeless  appliances  in  private  houses  and 
the  installation  of  central  heating. 

I would  record  my  thanks  to  all  your  Chief  Officers  who  have 
always  given  me  maximum  help  and  co-operation.
